Smead signi- 
fied his intention of resigning. Gen. Scott said, 

! “Go home, consult your wife, and consider. " 

Now. if Gen. Scott suspected that I.ient. Sino.:d 
I could have been #0 treacheroifs as to show his 
I despatches, ho would not have shown him any 
I consideration. 

Every officer of tho nrmv knows Gen. Scott’s 
loyal nature and his scorn of treachery. I parted 
with my husband under the roof of Dr. Cuvier, 
United States Army, whose re-ider.ee is within 
the walls of Fort rasa Monroe. Hero again your 
informant’s information is incorrect. I cam# 
North, being advised by my physician not to take 
my delicate children South. I am now waiting 
for an opportunity to rqjoin mv husband, fearing, 
since my arrival We, the difficulties ot commu- 
nicating with him. 

i am not a native of Georgia. My birth place 
is Alexandria, Virginia. 

I am no secessionist, but I cannot accept any 
praise at the expenso of my husband's honor. 

Italian Troubles. — The Bourbon Conspira- 
cies in Naples . — A letter from Napier, describing 
the Boarbon conspiracies, sayf: 

The excitement in Naples is very great, for 
there is still the constant apprehension of some 
fre^h attempt on the part of the reactionaries — an 
apprehension extremely natural when it is borne 
in mind that the city, at the present moment, 
contains soma thirty thousand persons willing to 
take part in such a movement, and that of these 
thirty thousand but a verv small proportion have 
been or can bo arrested. In every quarter of the 
city the inhabitants are under arms, and all at- 
tentive to the slightest movement that mav take 
pi cs. The number of the Bourbonists killed is 
small, thit of the wounded considerable. In 
Naples, at least, none of the liberals and Italians 
Lave fallen. Many of the B urboniats, particu- 
larly the priest', hud attempted to disguise them- 
selves by wearing fa be beards. 

The members of the Cammorristi families, 
among which numerous arrests were made some 
time ago, all, as might be expicttd, belong to 
the reaction. During the night sentinels are sta- 
tioned at the corners of all the streets, as if the 
city were iu a state of riege. The shopkeepers are 
in such a state of panic terror, that, at the slight - 
ejt commotion in the streets, they immediately 
barricade the doors and close their window*. 
Moanwbde the attitude of some of those high in 
authority is occasionally as strange as the deeds 
of the conspirators themselves. Last night (Sun- 
day) I met tho Minister of Police, Spaventa, in a 
little lane, etcortod by two bravos, one on each 
side, and eight others close at his heels, all carry- 
ing huge clubs, and wearing pistols al their belts. 
‘•The Police Minister oscorted by bravos?” you 
may well wondcringly ask. Yee, bravo?; or men 
ot that cla?R ol the rammorra termed gnuppi, who 
are in reality bra vos, as much so as the profes- 
sional cut ihroats who figure iu the pages of 
Manzooi. 

Another Account of the Loss of Liff. in 
Fort Moultrie. — A correspondent of the Buffalo 
(N. Y.) Courier writes to that papor as fellows: 

I had the pleasure of seeing a letter written bv 
Ashol Rrot kot. one of the soldiers of Fort Mouf- 
trie. lie was in that fortress while the bombard- 
ment of Fort Sumpter was going on. His account 
differs materially from that of the chevaliers. 
There were forty inen in tho fort killed and one 
hundred wounded. He say?: When we heard a 
gun at Sump’or wo knew what was coming; and 
sure enough, in about a minute, one of tho Ma- 
jor’s complements would come into 1 he fort and 
raise a considerable muss. Men would l*o sent up 
in the air by one of his shells to see how things 
l(x ked outside, but. when they camo down they 
could rot see at all. It was hot work, and the 
Major made every gun tell. Mr. Brocket was 
among tho wounded. 

Alleged Spies. — T he Northern press have a 
despatch, purporting to be from Annapolis, to this 
cff.ct: 

A captain of the Sixtv-ninth arrested a spy the 
night before last at Annapolis Junction, ju*t from 
Montgomery with important papers. He gave 
his name as Henry dc Granval, a brother of the 
de Granv al, of Holx kon, N. J., killed by a Cuban 
some time ago. I am informed at headquarters 
that be will probably he hung. A son of an in- 
fluential family here is also under arrest as a spy. 
He opened despatches delivered him at Washing- 
ton.

Yet the Wheeling Union— the 
suppliant echo of every word and work of these 
conspirators — in its extra of yesterday, makes 
bold to say tnat this document “will be read 
with unalloyed satisfaction by every Virginian." 
The assertion is n gross calumny upon our people, 
and one. were it true, that would caU for the 
General Government and the neighboring States 
on either side of us to at once seize and occupy 
the ground on which we stand. Were we such 
a nest of traitors and conspirators as the Wheel- 
ing Union wculd represent us, we would not he 
safe a day nor an hour.

left of u*. Proudly conscious that we speak the 
overwhelming, the alinoet unanimous voice of the 
people of this city, we, before the country, before 
our friends and neighbors, hold up this unparal- 
leled sale to public execration, and denounce it 
for all that is infamous and unholy.

Careful Loading of Kiflk* — The use of the 
conical bullet in rifles is a great improvement 
over the old spherical bullet. Its form offers le?e 
resistance to the atmosphere in passing through 
it, and a heavier bullet can be employed, thus 
greatly increasing the range or distance Which it 
carries. Bat the conical ballet is not more accu- 
rate for short ranges that the round ball, indeed, 
it \s not so accurate, unless the rifle is loaded with 
gr«at care. A conical bullet must enter the barrel 
perfectly true; otherwise, when discharging it 
will be liable to fly off to the one side. 

Those American rifles which are employed for 
prize shooting are of two classes — one having 
Cl irk’s false muzzles, the other Fish's turned and 
countersunk muzzle. The false muzzle i? a short, 
loose section of tho rifle barrel, which fits on the 
barrel with pins for losding, so as to give the 
bullet a very snug and accurate entrance; then it 
is taken off when the rifle is to be tired. 

Unless the muzzlo of the barrel is perfectly 
true— if it has the slightest defect in the grooves 
or Imds — the bullet will not carry straight. 
Soldiers ^:d others who have riflea should he as 
careful of their muzzles as their watches. 

The countersunk muzzle protects the end of 
the barrel, which is also turned down for about 
ao inch and a half on the outside. This is for 
the purpose of receiving a loader, which consists 
of a small ffi:*k, into which the bullet is inserted 
to give it an accurate entrance into the bore. 

Scsrntifc A merican. 

The Vendetta in America —T he ancient 
Corsican institution of/« vendetta, or “hereditary 
vengeance,” seems to be growing in favor on this 
continent. In Corsica, manv a man has l>een 
assassinated because his ancestor had assassinated 
the assassin's ancestor 200 years before; the in- 
heritor of vengeance having' been cerefullv hand- 
ed down from generation to generation, 'and the 
family blood of tho offender having t>een traced 
in its descent with unerring accuracy, until an 
opportunity occurred to spill it with the predes- 
tined stiletto. We have not yet reached that 
sublimity of vengeance on this hemisphere, per- 
haps becui^e we are too young. 

But of late years there have been frequent 
instances of sons and grandsons avenging with 
bloody hand the wrongs of fathers and grand- 
fathers; there have been a few cases where the 
female descendants have wreaked the hereditary 
family vengeance. It is to bo hoped that these 
displays of revenge arc tho results of temporary 
ana unnatural excitements', mid not an indication 
that, the people of this country are tending toward 
Corsican ism.

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The following resolutions have been almost 
unanimously pasted through both houses of the 
lniiana State Legislature: 

“1. Fit it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Ind*ana, That in time of war between 
the Government of the United States and its en- 
emies, no State of the Union has a right to repu- 
diate its constitutional obligations as far as to 
asiert its neutrality in such war. 

“2. Be it further resolced, That a constitution- 
al obligation rests upon the General Government 
of the United States and upon the several State 
Governments to support the National Constitu- 
tion, enforce the laws, and protect the lives, lib- 
erties, properly, and all constitutional rights of 
citizens in all parts of the Union. That the peo- 
ple of Indiana acknowledge the binding force of 
thi* obligation , and that under the authority -of the 
United States they will hold themselves in readi- 
ness to furnish military force to co-operate with 
tho friends of the Union in any Slate where the 
constitutional rights of patriotic citizens are or 
shall be assailed by traitors and armed enemies 
of the National Government. 

“3 Be it further resolved. That no intention ex- 
ists on the part of the people of Indiana to inter- 
fere, re anv way, wito the law’s of Kentucky or 
any other State. 

*4 Be it further resolved, That the people of 
Indiana remember, with gratitude, the gallant 
conduct of Kentuckians who came aa v* lun leers 
ami poured out their blood at Tippecanoe, and at 
other battle-fields within our borders, to aid in 
protecting the wives, daughters, uflC children of 
Indianians from the tomahawk and scalping knife 
of savages; anti that we stand ready at the call 
of Kentuckians to aid them as b» others, relatives, 
and friends in the defence of their homes and fire- 
aid s, against tho assaults of all enemies, espe- 
cially those, who, under the traitorous secession 
llag* of South Carolina, are in open rebellion 
against ths glorious old llag of the Union which 
‘must and shall tie preserved.' 

We call the attention of the members of the 
Legislature, and of the people of the State, to 
these facts: The peace and welfare of the Com- 
monwealth may depend on the heed they give 
them, and the action they take . — Courier 

We do not charge, we do not believe, that 
the editor of the Courier made an intentional- 
ly false statement in regard to this matter, but 
his statement is entirely without foundation. 
It is untrue, and it is calculated to do mischief. 
It is intewled to do mischief — intended to cre- 
ate, what its author is laboring daily to create, 
a feeling of hostility between Indiana and 
Kentucky. He seizes with avidity upon every 
loose and floating rumor for the accomplish- 
ment of his purpose and publishes it without 
putting himself to the trouble of enquiring 
whether there is a particle of truth in it or not. 
He isn't unscrupulous, but he isn’t half scru- 
pulous enough. 

The c iitor of the Courier publishes the reso- 
lutions above as having been passed unanimous- 
ly by both Houses of the Indiana Legislature. 
The first of those resolutions, to the effect, that, 
in time of war, no State of the Union has a 
right to assert its neutrality, a resolution ain cd 
at the position of Kentucky and published by 
the Courier because thus aimed, was not pass- 
ed by the Indiana Legislature either unani- 
mously or at all. In the discussion that fol- 
lowed tho presentation of the resolutions in 
the I udiana Senate, Mr. Anthony, referring to 
the first, said that there were circumstances in 
which it might be proper for a State to act as 
Kentucky does now; that it was the business of 
her people how they act, and not the business 
of the Indiana Legislature; that they were en- 
deavoring to accomplish a good work, and he 
thought it highly imprudent for the Legislature 
of a sister State to undertake to dictate to them. 
Mr. Miller said: 

I think these resolutions, as a whole, would 
have an irritating effect in tho State of Kentucky, 
a State with which we desire to remain in the 
most friendly relations. 1 am willing to let Ken- 
tucky manage hor own domestic institutions in 
ho own wav, for l believe Kentuckians areas 
enlightened a people as Indianian9. I do not de- 
sire to menace anv Southern State, for 1 do not 
want to see a civil war, though I am willing to 
put the State of Indiana on a war footing. 

Others took the same ground, and the first 
resolution was stricken out. All this may be 
learned from the Indianapolis papers of last 
Wednesday. We don’t know which party is most 
anxious to get Kentucky out of her ]K>6ition of 
neutrality ia this miserable war which site had 
no agency in making, the abolition party or 
the disunion party. Both are alike ready with 
their taunts, their threats, and their declara- 
tions as to the impossibility of her remaining 
neutral, and every word that they say may 
well go to convince her that she has chosen her 
place wisely. She has no doubt as to her pres- 
ent duty, and she will assuredly strike no blow 
fill convinced that a blow is necessary to the 
maintenance of her honor, her rights, and the 
rights of mankind. 

On Saturday evening wo saw a highly intel- 
ligent gentlcmua direct from New York. On 
the day he left that city he had a long and free 
conversation with a citizen of New York, whose 
name wc ought not perhaps to mention, but of 
whom we may say with truth that he has no 
superior in that State in intellect or in fame. 
The distinguished New Yorker expressed him- 
self unreservedly and strongly in regard to the 
position of Kentucky. He Raid, that the true 
policy of Kentucky was that of armed neutrali- 
ty between the North and the South; that it was 
the best policy for herself and the best for both 
the hostile sections; that he hoped and prayed 
she would steadily and resolutely maintain it; 
that she might be sneered at and denounced by 
some violent newspapers which few or none re- 
garded, but that her course was warmly and 
cordially approved not only by tho most intel- 
ligent men but by public sentiment in New’ 
York and throughout the whole North; that, 
if Kentucky would but stand fast where she 
stands, it would mitigate the horrors of the 
war and might at no distant day secure to the 
country the blessings of peace; but he added 
impressively and solemnly, that, if Kentucky 
should go into the Southern Confederacy and 
thus involve herself in the war, no human 
agency could prevent it from becoming the 
must dreadful and in all probability the most 
enduring of all the wars of modern times. 

When wc consider how safe Kentucky is in 
her present position and how she would be torn 
und desolated and ruined if she were to rush 
into the war now raging outside of her, we 
must conclude that only moral fiends and po- 
litical maniacs— men maddened by their pas- 
sions till they have no longer the power to dis- 
criminate between right and wrong, good and 
evil — can bo in favor of her secession. 



•STOur neighbor of the Courier wants the 
members of the Kentucky Legislature to show 
their moral courage by going into secret ses- 
sion. We think, that, if a Legislative body 
has no better way of showing its courage than 
by shutting itself in from the world, shrinking 
from the light of day and the eyes of mankind, 
and carrying on its work in darkness, it might 
as well let its chivalry be doubted. 

And we repeat, that, if the Kentucky Le- 
gislature, through the machinery of secret ses- 
sions or any other machinery, shall, in defiance 
of the people, and in imitation of certain other 
State Legislatures, over-ride all the forms 
of Constitutions and laws, usurp tyrannical 
powers, try to hurry Kentucky out of the Union 
irregularly and tumultuously, and wage war 
against the United States, those who sustain 
the treasonable movement, no matter how nu- 
merous they may be, will be met at every point 
by a roused, wrathful, and resolute population. 
No doubt Kentucky might be taken out of tho 
Uuion by a fair and legitimate vote of a major- 
ity of her people, but it can be done, it will be 
done, it shall be done in no other way> Much 
as our people deprecate and abhor civil war, 
they will engage in fifty civil wars sooner than 
permit their State to be revolutionized and 
their allegiance transferred from one Govern- 
ment to another against their will. The Ken- 
tuckian, who, in such a cause, would not fight 
with all the energy and might that God gave 
him, disgraces the name of a Kentuckian.

Talk and Work.— Of all the cheap com- 
modities in tho world talk is, as an able con- 
temporary says, about the cheapest. And in 
a time like the present, when the wisest men 
in the land are forced into silence by their ap- 
preciation of the momentous issues involved in 
the terrible march of events, when those to 
whom wc are accustomed to look for counsel 
are the most prompt to confess their inability 
to give it, we find half fledged counsellors mul- 
tiplying around us. These self appointed ad- 
visers, who would fain be leaders in some 
grand demonstration, hesitate not about incur- 
ring responsibility. They decide, with a won- 
derful promptitude, questions which wiser men 
scarcely dare to discuss. In speaking of the 
threatening aspect of aflairs in America, one 
of the profoundest thinkers of this generation 
uses this language: “I have thought long and 
carefully over the strife and turmoil in my 
native land. I have examined with eagerness 
every proposition for reconciliation and the 
restoration of peace. I have watched with 
sleepless vigilance the progress of public 
opinion, in its multiform phases, North, South, 
East, and West, and the deliberate conclusion 
that is forced upon me is that I can only faco 
in silence the ruin of my country — a ruin that 
I am totally impotent even to obstruct.” 

We do not mean to encourage as hopeless 
a spirit as is manifested in this quotation, but 
we offer it merely to show the contrast between 
the views of a statesman of long experience 
and the ready conclusions of the shallow rea- 
soned who would assume the control of affairs 
in the very height of the tempest. The mar- 
iner of many voyages confesses himself ap- 
palled by the howlings of a storm, more terrific 
than any ho has ever encountered; while 
the inexperienced cabin-boy seizes the helm 
with rash hands and undertakes to guide the 
ship into port, recking nothing of the fact that 
the vessel is freighted with interests that may 
not be measured, and in comparison with 
which a million such lives as his would count 
for nothing. 

Neither do wc intend to counsel precipitate 
action in opposition to or in contradistinction 
from large talking. Our object is, first, to 
warn those who arc liable to bo misled or de- 
ceived by the “fatal force and imposture of 
words” — to consider how easily words arc 
spoken, and how empty and powerless they 
may be. If they could be hardened into con- 
crete facts, the effect they might produce in 
the world would be enormous in its extent and 
potencj; but, as mere words, they are partic- 
ularly harmless, when particularly violent. 
Secondly, we would advise the bravest of our 
talkers to consider how much good they might 
accomplish in the w orld if they talked less and 
worked more. And especially now, that the 
pressure of circumstances all around us is a 
constant invitation to good men to labor for 
the restoration of reason and tranquillity, we 
call Attention to the glorious opportunity that 
is off ering for all lovers of their race and coun- 
try to work to purpose. It is so easy to talk- 
it is so difficult to find an outlet for supera- 
bundant energy in anv practical direction. 
But the man who sets himself to work with the 
determination to benefit others — with as large 
a stock of self-abnegation as he can muster, 
and with a controlling desire to perpetuate the 
institutions under which we have lived happily 
for over a century — can accomplish something , 
be he young or old. The little pellets— formed 
of big W’ords — do no damage and accomplish 
no good, while brave labor on the side of truth 
and right is never lost. 

fdT That fellow R. C. Bawling, whom, as 
our readers may remember, wc had recent oc- 
casion to take a stick to, seeks bis revenge by 
w’hat he calls “A Card” in the Courier of 
yesterday. Wc think we have seen several 
cards from him before. He is a real carding, 
machine. 

This Bowling impugns our personal cour- 
age. We have no objection to that. The 
q lestion is neither as to our courage nor his. 
We trust that ours is not to be questioned, and 
he has none to question. He wishes to pass as 
a fiery chap, but all his fire is in his hair — not 
a sign of it in his bosom. He combines the 
disposition of a hyena with the nerve of a ewe- 
sheep. lie has a red head and a black heart — 
nothing white about him except his liver. To 
be sure he has a white feather, and he must be 
very proud of it, for he always shows it. As 
for his intimation that we can, if we choose, 
test him by a personal assault on him, we have 
only to say that we should just as soon think 
of whipping a no-horned cow around a barn- 
yard when she was as big with calf as he is 
with the idea of his own consequence. 

If this |»oor c/eature smarts under the blis- 
ter-plaster we applied the other day to his hide, 
he may thank his own folly and impudence. 
We may have made his hide a little raw, but 
he richly deserved a raw hide. He assailed 
us, not we him. In a public speech he utter- 
ed an opinion of us that he didn’t entertain, 
and we retorted with an opinion of him that 
we did and do entertain — concluding that a 
newspaper denunciation was a just offset to a 
horse-block denunciation. We might have 
chosen different means of redress if we had 
been near enough to him, but, though he may 
possibly be worth kicking, he is not worth go- 
ing to kick. BesideR, we don’t care what he 
says of us — there’s not a whiff of earth’s atmos- 
phere, not that which whistles through a key- 
hole or sighs through a hollow tree or blows 
through the grates atid down the chimneys 
of a jail, that’s of less consequence to us than 
the breath which his lying tongue, lips, and 
larynx coin into slanders. 

Bowling used to call himself a member of 
our party, but he was always a nuisance to it. 
He w’as never a component part of it, but sim- 
ply a pimple upon its nose, a rot in its 
teeth, a stye in its eye, a flatulency in its 
stomach, a colic in its belly, a fistula — where 
you please. Wc are well aware that it is silly 
to waste pen, ink, and paper upon him. No 
amount of ink could have any effect upon him 
unless we were to drown him in it as we would 
a fly; and, if we were to undertake to tread 
on him, the chances are that the insignificant 
little pismire would escape under the hollow of 
our foot. 

It may be thought that we owe an apology 
to the public for such remarks as these, and, if 
we do, we are willing to pay it. But the truth 
is, we arc getting out of all manner of patience 
with these miserable little political scamps 
(there are several hundreds of them), who, 
without the slightest personal provocation from 
us, and merely because we control a newspaper 
that we have made influential, think that they 
can abuse us upon all occasions with perfect 
impunity, l’erhaps the hanging up of the 
skin of one crow may keep the rest away from 
our cornfield. 

•yOld Kentucky will not be alone in the 
Border Convention at Frankfort. Missouri 
and Maryland will be with her there, and we 
may hope for the best results from their wise 
and patriotic counsels. We rejoice in the 
thought that they will indicate a safe and sal- 
utary and patriotic course of policy to be pur- 
sued by themselves through all the disasters 
that madmen are bringing upon the nation.

The North cannot make her strike the 
South, and the South cannot make her strike 
the North, but cither of the two can make her 
strike itself.

I believe all parties are now agreed as to the 
policy of arming the State. When the Legisla- 
ture adjourned on the 4th of last month, provis- 
ions were made to complete the organization of 
the State Guard, and moderate appropriations 
were devoted to the purchase of munitions and 
the repair of arms. Moderation was not merely 
necessary, it was imperative, for the State treas- 
ury was exhausted, and authority had been given 
to borrow one hundred thousand dollars from the 
Sinking Fund to meet the current demands upon 
the Commonwealth and to defray the expenses of 
the session. I refer to this subject becauso the 
Lexington Statesman, which, being edited by the 
Secretary of State, is supposed to reflect the sen- 
timents ol the Governor, has charged in a recent 
issue that the legislature “left the seat of Gov- 
ernment without providing for the defence of tho 
State, and leaving the homes and firesides of our 
people wholly defenceless. ” And the Statesman 
has charged too that this refusal “was the policy 
of a political party, determined upon in caucus.” 
Now as the exchcquor of the Commonwealth is 
still in a very collapsed state, and millions will bo 
aektd to arm the Stato, the legislature will do 
well to consider what the opinions of the Lexing- 
ton Statesman were while the Governor was un- 
decided to recon* ene the Legislature, or rather 
before the banki refused him a loan unless it was 
specifically pledged that it should be used only 
fur arming the State in self-defence. Then, the 
Statesman was gratified to learn that no such 
movement as the roconvention of the Legislature 
was in contemplation bv the Executive, for it 
w’as not to be relied upon, and it sneeringly said 
“the people will give tho money and private con- 
tributions will arm our gallant young men, with- 
out the nid of our patriotic Legislature.” It 
reiterated, and the Frankfort Yeoman, under the 
very eye of the Governor, endorsed the senti- 
ment, that the people of Kentucky were aban - 
doned by the Legislature* but could protect 
themselves. Since this assertion was made, there 
has been a trial of strength, and we have found 
that the strength of secession has grown out 
of the apprthem-ions of the conservative and 
loyal. They made concessions to the principle of 
secession in their anxiety to preserve peace and to 
present, if possible, an united South; but events 
have shown us that we must now take a hold and 
decided stand, and no longer pander to that dan- 
gerous and destructive principle. Bold men have 
thrown for great stakes in the way of political 
power; traitors have assumed to depose a legally J 
elected Provident and to put in his place a mill- , 
tary despot. The struggle with us now is to re- 
tain the Government which our fat liers prepared j 
for us, while the secessionists know and feel that 
their all is in jeopardy, and that if they do r.ot ! 
bully it out their necks are in a halter. We must 
now decide the question whether we have a Gov- 
ernment or not, and if that is decided affirmative- 
ly, then we shall be prepared, when the constitu- 
tional period arrives, to decide who shall 
wield that Government. If in eighteen hundred 
and sixty-four a majority of the electoral votes 
should t>e cast for Jeff Davis we shall bow sub- 
misMvtly to tbe infliction; wo shall not rebel 
against it or him. 1 have said that secession has 
l>een nurtured by our apprehensions of its 



concealed. The Governor can certainly have no 
correspondence with the Confederate States which 
he would bide from the Legislature of Kentucky. 
We differ in our opinions as to the safest way to 
promote the public interest and it is only proper 
that the most free interchange of information 
should he made. Senator Grover finally with- 
drew his amendment, lest there should be a shad- 
ow of suspicion that any concealment or ovasion 
was contemplated and also that the curiosity of 
gentlemen, so greatly excited, might be gratified. 
The resolution was then passed. There was 
nothing else of moment done in tho Senate. The 
messago was referred to appropriate committees. 

There were quorums in both branches to-day, 71 
members of the House responding to their names. 
The House initiated local legislation by passing a 
bill to change the time of electing the officers of 
the Lexington Agricultural and Mechanical As- 
sociation from the first to tbe second Saturday in 
May, which was introduced by Judge Buckner. 
The Governor's message w r as read, and afterwards 
quite a discursive debate occurred on a resolution 
asking for tho Governor’s correspondence with 
the Confederate States, of the same character as 
the one which passed tho Senate. In tbe House 
where the disunionists have a temporary majority 
in consequence of the non-arrival of several of 
the Union members from the loyal mountain 
counties, the amendment, “if compatible with 
the interests of the State,” was added and then 
it was passed. There was nothing more of gen- 
eral interest done in tho House to-day. The 
Committee will have to get at work ard prepare 
reports before the Legislature can fairly com- 
mence its business. 

Harrison Thompson, Efq , of Clark county 
reached here this morning from Now Orleans, 
having left there on Saturday night, summoned 
by the telegraph to readme bis seat in the House. 
He took tbe same patriotic course when Governor 
Magoffin called the previous extra session, and 
has now a second time left his important businoss 
at great personal sacrifice, to answer tho call of 
duty. Kentucky has a right to bo proud of such 
citizocs. 

NEW YORK SENTIMENT. 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Nkw York, May 4, 1861. 

Let the Border States stand firm. The storm 
is breaking sufficiently at all events to exhibit 
tome lights. It is now very evident that the 
Administration will not be encouraged by New 
Yoik (which is the hack-bone of the government 
vigor) in any revolutionary measure, should such 
be attempted. The whirlwind here has been ex- 
cited by the apprehension of Southern aggression 
on the Capital, and the pilferings and destruction 
of the public property. A wild, indefinite raid 
Southward will not be tolerated. New York will 
fight for the Union; for the integrity of the gov- 
ernment against any sort of secession. 

But we have yet to hoar her voice within the 
forms of the Constitution. We have yet to learn 
what she will say as to constitutional amend- 
ments, whether or not these shall even assume 
the form of a psaceable separation. Iler present 
potent struggle is for the Government, for it* 
preservation against all violence. 

I tot her not l»e misunderstood. I pledge what- 
ever sagacity I may have to tbe assertion that 



bullied loudly, but when brought to the trial 
they did not muster a corporal’s gnard, and to 
hide their miserable weakness they fled precipi- 
tately from tho field of battle. It is no time to 
think of surrender now, when to-morrow one 
hundred thousand of Kentucky’s sons would pro- 
claim lor the Union as it is, without an if ora 
proviso.

Magoffin, by his connection with 
secession is te, has lost the right to expect that he 
should l»e entrusted with either their purchase or 
their distribution. That must he done through 
some military committee, so that we may know 
that the arms are placed in loyal hands and not 
in the custody of those who will turn them against 
the breasts of the Union men. They must be 
delivered to the Home Guards composed of sub- 
stantial men who have an interest and stake in 
the common weal, and not to companies of very 
young men who can lie led astray by agitators 
and who have not yet arrived at Hn age when 
they share the taxes and burdens of government. 
We must do this to preserve that unity of action 
which alone can preserve us from all the horrors 
of civil war, for no man can be so insane now as 
to assert that our State cm be precipitated into 
secession without bringing on a conflict here on 
our own soil of Kentuckians against Kentuckians. 
It is upon the safety of our legislation that the 
safety of the people of Kentucky depends. Give 
Gov. Magoffin the means to buy arms, and where 
is our securitv that they will not be used to sub-

the StAte Guard. Senator Prall has a bill of this 
character prepared for the specific locality cf 
Paris and Bourbon county, which can easily be 
altered to make it general in its provisions for tbe 
whole State. If this should be done, the Home 
Guard will supply the place of the Enrolled 
Militia and the entire reserve of the Common- 
wealth. Of course the usual officers of the Home 
Guard would receive commissions from the Gov- 
ernor after election by their respective commands, 
and they would have all the advantages of drill 



Guard, so that they could act efficiently together 
whenever occasion called upon them to face 
“grim visaged war.” 

The Governor’s message was read in both 
Houses this morning. The Senate bj* a vote of 
19 to 11 resolved to do ao legislation not embraced 
in the scope of the Governor’s message. Senator { 
Fisk offered a resolution calling upon the Gover- 
nor for any official correspondence he may have 
bad with the Confederate States, which Senator 
Grover proposed to amend by adding “if not in- 
compatible with official duties. ” Senator Fisk 
was opposed to the amendment! if any correspon- 
dence had been held, be desired to know its pur- 
port, whether the Governor deemed it compat- 
ible with bis duty or not. The people of the State 
knows that some correspondence has passed, and 
it is their privilege to know the whole of it and 
satisfy themselves. There have been commis- 
sioners sent by the Governor to the Confederate 
States for the purchase of arms, and one of these 
commissioners has asserted that the Governor has 
said if tbe South would sell Kentucky arms, Ken- 
tucky is pledged to carry these arms out of Ken- 
tucky to make war in tome other part of the 
United States. It is stated too that letters have 
been sent requesting the supercedure of Dr. 
Blackburn, one of these commissioners, and the 
substitution of one less outspoken and more pru- 
dent.

A grand decision 
(outspoken and tirm, and indignant) of public 
opinion is manifest. 

If the prevailing sentiment of New York, of to- 
day, were compressed and familiarly expressed, 
it would run: The fire-eaters of the South have 
long enough menaced the Confederacy and un- 
settled commerce and general business by a talk 
of disunion; of disunion as a threat, thrust down, 
what they have termed, tho cowjrd throat of the 
North. Their status has been imperious, unfra- 
ternal, unconstitutional, and most ungrateful to 
their conservative friends of tho North. Much as 
many of U3 opposed Mr. Lincoln (and for them), 
by the expenditure of money and influence, they 
had no hesitation in abandoning the Government, 
when it teas in their power, and creating a dis- 
graceful, needless revolution, partly founded on 
the delusion that we, for the sake of peace, would 
present a divided front.

Policr Cask Decided. — We noticed yester- 
day the argument and submission in the County 
Court, of the case of Alexander Gilmore vs. the 
city of L/misville. Judge Monroe yesterday de- 
cided in favor of the city, and against Mr. Gil- 
more, who prayed an appeal to the Court of Ap- 
peals. This suit originated thus: After the de- 
cision, by the Court of Appeals, of the case of 
Speed and Worthington vs. Crawford, Mayor 
Crawford taking the ground that that Court had 
declared the whole Police Commissioner's act un- 
constitutional, dismissed Mr. Gilmore, who had 
been elected a day watchman for one year by the 
people at the April election in 1800, in pursuance 
of that act. This dismissal was made on the 11th 
of February, 1861. But Mr. Gilmore, with the 
view of contesting the right assumed by the 
Mayor, continued on duty, watching and making 
a-rests until the expiration of that month, when 
he brought his suit before a justice of the peace 
to recover for the seventeen diys’ sendee at $2 
per day, and did recover a judgment for $31. 
After the dismissal of Mr. Gilmore, the Chief of 
Police did not call his name at roll-call, or other- 
wise recognize him as an officer. No fault wes 
imputed to him by any one, but as the decision of 
the Appellate Court was differently understood 
by the members of the profession, it was thought 
best to have the act before referred to brought 
again before tbe Court of Appeals. 

That Court, in their opinion in tbe case of 
Speed and Worthington vs. Crawford, does not 
say how much of the act, or what parts of it are 
unconstitutional, and the only parts that were 
cert i inly decided to be invalid were those relating 
to the office of Police Commissioners. In fact, 
the only question now is, whether they intended 
to decide or did decide more than that or not. 
This case will come up in that Court at the June 
term. 

It is well to add that after Mr. Gilmore’s elec- 
tion he executed his official bond before tbe Police 
Commissioners,* but was sworn in by a Justice of 
the Peace, with the assent of the Mayor, and 
was placed on duty as an officer of the city. He 
also, at tbe trial, offered to execute a bond before 
the Mayor.

Aldridge was arrested last evening, and will have 
on examination this morning before Judge Johns- 
ton. 

Candidate for Alderman. — We are in- 
formed that the election for Alderman from the 
Seventh waid, to fill the vacancy occasioned by 
the resignation of Dr. Sargent, will take place 
on Saturday next. Mr. Joshua R. Brown has 
onsented to run for the place, and, as he is alto- 
gether unexceptionable, we presumo he will have 
do opposition. 

The Theatre..— Unlcsi our theatre-goers can 
resist the very essonce of fun, they will be at- 
tracted to the theatre this evening. The enter- 
tainment will commence this evening with Rorev 
O'More, in which Scallan and Dawson will both 
appear, and close with Pocahontas, Mrs. Dickson 
and Mr. Hamilton playing the leading characters. 

Cutting Affray. — In an affray last evening 
on Water street, between Fifth and Sixth, Timo- 
thy Griffin waa badly cut ou the side of tbe head 
and neck by Pat. Malanta. Griffins wounds are 
serious, and it is thought ho will not recover.

The aggregate vote of the county in Novem- 
ber was 2,112. 

In Lincoln county the Union ticket received 
about 1,100 votes. A correspondent informs us 
there are not more than two hundred secession- 
ists in Lincoln, and thinks it exceedingly doubt- 
ful that they could poll one hundred and fifty 
votes. 

Rockcastle county generally votes in tho aggre- 
gate abo|it 800. The Union ticket on Saturday 
received over 700 votes. 

Lewis county gave 1,300 votes for the Union 
ticket. The aggregate vote last Noveinbor at tho 
Presidential election was 1,211. 

Mercer county gives fifteen hundred votes for 
the Union ticket. 

Garrard county gives thirteen hundred votes for 
the Union ticket. 

We have additional returns from Hardin coun- 
ty. As far as heard from the vote for the Union 
ticket is 1,710, leaving four more precincts to 
hear from, which will greatly increase the Union 
majority. So far the opposition polled 106 votes. 
This is the largest vote polled in Hardin for 
years. 

In Warren county the voto polled for tbe Union 
ticket is 1,004, and against it 15.

Inventions of War Wanted Immediately. 
There is a demand for a simple, effective machine 
for cutting out bandages and making lint for army 
purposes. A flexible India-rubber tube, fitted 
with a metallic mouthpiece, with some substance 
like sponge, or, what is better, a composition of 
porous carbon, placed inside, at a point near tbe 
end, to be placed in water, would be very useful 
for soldiers in hot weather. The proposed com- 
position would filter and purifiy the water, and a 
regiment of soldiers marching could slake their 
thirst with fresh water at every running brook, 
without the danger of swallowing tadpoles or liz- 
ards. 

Destructive Hurricane in Tennessee. — 
On Saturday evening last, Dyer counly, Tenn., 
was visited by one of the most destructive hur- 
ricanes known in the history of Tennessee. Tbe 
hurricane extended through the entire county, 
from south to north, in some places fifteen miles 
in width — prostrating houses and everything be- 
fore it.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 

Gent It men of the Senate and 

Mouse of Represent a tires: 

Since your recent adjournment events of the 
most startling character have followed in rapid 
succession. 1 he comparative quiet in which the 
public mind was then lulled l y the semi-official 
announcement of a pacific policy on the part of 
the Federal Administration has been broken, and 
the patriotic hope for a peaceful solution of our 
political complications, inspired by the proposed 
mediatorial interposition of the Border Slave 
States, has beon disappointed by the sudden de- 
velopment of an evidently pre determined purpose 
of the President and his supporters, theaitempted 
execution of which has not only sealed ihe separ- 
ation of the States, but has involved the country 
in civil war, and, if not successfully resisted, will 
prove fatal to the liberties o f the ptopla. 

Powers not conferred by the Constitution have 
been usurp* d by the President of the United 
States; a standing army of gigantic proportions, 
gathered exclusively from one section, and mad 
w’ith sectional hate, is being rapidly organized 
without authority of law; the Federal Capital is 
become a military camp, and martial law practi- 
cally reigns in tbe District of Columbia; the 
8oui hern coast is blockad'd by tho armed vessels 
of the Federal navy, and the commerce of our 
Western rivers is arrested by the interporiti >n of 
military force; large bodies of armed men are col- 
lected in military posts along the line of our 
Northern frontier, impeding the lawful trade and 
menacing the safety of our peaceful ci'izens; in a 
word, the President of the United States has, 
without the advice or sanction of either branch of 
Congress, declared a war of subjugation or exter- 
mination against the people ot ten or more sov- 
ereign States; and is with extraordinary energy 
gathering his strength for the unnatural' conflict. 
You are now called upon, standing in the presence 
of a violated Constitution, a subverted Govern- 
ment, and a broken Union, to adopt such meas- 
ures as, in your wisdom, may be demanded for 
the honor of the Commonweal, h and tho safety of 
the people. 

Seven States of the late American Union, for 
causes unnecessary now to discuss, have severed 
their relations with the Government of the Uni- 
ted States, and established a new Confederacy. 
That Government is now fully organiz'd in all 
its departments, and seems to receive the cordial 
and undivided allegiance of the entire population 
within its limits. The State of Virginia has 
formally asserted her independence and entered 
into an alliance w’ith the * ‘Confederate States," 
looking to an early admission to full and equal 
membership. The S.ates of North Carolina, 
Tennessee, and Arkansas will undoubtedly, at the 
earliest practicable moment, establish similar re- 
lations. In Missouri, Maryland, and Delaware, 
a strong public sentiment favors a like step, and 
tbe subject is now receiving the thoughtful atten- 
tion of the people and authorities of those States. 
The deliberate action of ten sovereign States, 
moving in the capacity of political governments, 
and sustained by the approving voice of millions 
of American freemen, ha* been treated bv the : 
President as an insurrection of disorderly citizens, 
which he proposes to quell without the sanction 
or co-operation of the legislative branch of the 
Government. He has. in the prosecution of that 
unholy purpose, called out the militia of the 
States, amounting in the aggregdte to 158,000 
men, to be enlisted for periods varying from 
three months to three year?; and this gigantic 
army, exceeding in proportions any military force 
ever before organized upon this continent, is in 
rapid process of organization at a daily cost to 
the Government of over three quarters of a mil- 
lion of dollars. 

A call was made upon me for four regiments of 
militia, the quota assigned to Kentucky of this 
army; I promptly re? ponded to the Secretary of 
War, that Kentucky had no troops to furnish for 
the wicked purpose of subduing her sister States. 

1 have thus, as far as lay in my power entered 
the public protest of Kentucky against this un 
natural measure, and against her assumption of 
any part of the enormons debt now being con- 
tracted. Virginia, North Carolina, Tenne see, 
Arkansas, and Miseouri have each emphatically 
refused to contribute any portion of the quota de- 
manded of them. Maryland has not yet respond- 
ed to the call by the tender of a single regiment. 
Bjt the non-slaver olding States, without an ex- 
ception, have, with unwonted alacrity’, exceeding 
any zeal heretofore exhibited by them, responded 
to tbe call, and sent forth their troops. More- 
over, a united public sentiment in the Northern 
States seems to sustain all these extraordinary 
usurpations of the President with a degree of en- 
thusiasm amounting to tho frenzv of fanaticism. 

In view of these events, it is idle longer to re- 
fuse to recognize the fact that the late American 
Union is dissolved; that ten slaveholding States 
are now’ practically united in a separato and in- 



ing militia law is proving itself a most complete 
and eilicient system of military organization. 
No State can boast a more gallant corps than our 
“State Guard," composed, as it is, of the very 
!>est material in the State, and embracing men of 
all parties. The soldiers are gentlemen and the 
officers men of the highest tone and character. 
All that is now needed is a proper supply of arms 
to swell its ranks and constitute the Guard a reli- 
able army cf defence for the State. 

Pending the excitement occasioned bv the ex- 
traordinary events of the past twenty days, my 
efforts hAvebeon constant and unrelaxed to main- 
tain the friendly lel.ttions and commercial inter- 
course heretofore existing between tbe citizens of 
Kentuckv and tbe peoplo of tho contiguous States 
on the North. I have endeavored by every 
means in my power, and every influence at my 
command, to restrain our own citizens from any 
net which might have even the opi>earance of 
aggression upon the rights of tho people of the 
neighboring States. In these efforts I have been, 
so far as lean learn, entirelv successful. Our 
citizens have abstained with laudable forbearance 
not only from aggressions, but from any acts of 
retaliation, in tbe face of Digram invasions of 
their rights. My eepeciai attention has t»een di- 
rected to the continuance of commercial relations 
with the neighboring Stales, and to prevent any 
interruption of the usual and lawful trade of the 
States, regarding this character of intercourse as 
the very strongest t*ond of amity and peace. 

I was much gratified to receive a commissioner 
from Governor Dennison, of Ohio, who called up- 
on me to express the regret of the Executive of 
Ohio that any circumstance should interrupt the 
friendly relations and good understanding b<- 
tweon the citizens of the two Statos, ard his de- 
I sire and readiness at all times to employ his offi- 
I cial influence for the suppression of any acts of 
I violence or aggression attempted to be practiced 
I by citizens of Ohio towards the people of this 
; State. I responded in the same fpirit, and 
1 pledged mv most earnest efforts to co-operate 
with the Governor of Ohio in this endeavor to 
muintain the peace along our border, and to con- 
tinue free and open all the channels of trade. A 
similar understanding was effected with the Gov- 
ernor of Indiana; and, so far, I have no reason to 
doubt that either has failed to adhere in good 
faith to tbe amicable arrangement. I have la- 
lamed to carry it out with our citizens, and have 
most happily succeeded. 

I regret to sav, however, that the Executives 
of Ohio and Indiana, though, no doubt, sustained 
by the mass of their own conservative people, 
have not been equally successful in their efforts 
to control some of their lawless citizens. Acts of 
aggression have l>een 'committed by citizens of 
those States upon tbe rights of our people. Pri- 
vate property belonging to citizens of this State 
in lawful transit has t>een stopped, the trade of 
our people is impeded by force, our commerce is 
interrupted, ana citizens of Kentuckv, guilty of 
no pretended act. of disloj-alty to the State or 
Federal Governments, are now suffering serious 
and heavy losses by reason of these lawless acts. 
As yet, no act of retaliation has reached my no- 
tice. But you can readily understand that this 
condition of affairs cannot be long endured with- 
out colli- ion. It will be impossible to restrain re- 
taliatory measures, and prevent the early precip- 
itation of armed collision along our whole liorder, 
unless effective measures are taken to remove the 
increasing provocation. 

Encoouraged by the manifestations of a desire 
for peace between the States, as exhibited by the 
Governors of Ohio and Indiana, I proposed to 
them to co-operate with ine in a proposition to 
the General Government for a suspension of pend- 
ing hostilities until the meeting of Congress, 
hoping that body might be able to point out a 
peaceful solution of our national troubles. In 
that mission, you will see that I met with no 

SUCCf 8S. 

I have directed all the power of the office to 
which a generous and confiding people elected me 
to the promotion of what I believed to be their 
highest interests. I have labored throughout the 
painful and trying ordeal of tho day to save our 
people from dissensions at home, or unnecessary 
conflicts without. And now let me implore you, 
shape y< 
lit v of 



by all you hold sacred, to so shape your councils 
and actions as to secure unity of feeling and 
unity of action on tho part of our people, as the 
first and highest object of patriotism. Let us lav 
aside all party feeling — expel from our mind all 
past jealousies, and unite our counsels as one man, 
in an earnest effort to maintain the peace, the 
honor, and the safety of those who have intrust- 
ed us with their dearest interests, invoking Al- 
mighty God for that wisdom which will lead us 
safely and successfully through the perils that 
surround us.

KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

Frankfort, May 7, 1861. 
Senate . — The committee appointed to inform the 
House of the organization of the Senate per- 
formed that duty. 

A message was received from the House an- 
nouncing the organization of that body, and that 
they had appointed a committee to wait upon the 
Governor in conjunction with a similar committee 
in the Senate. 

A committee was appointed to wait upon the 
Governor, who reported that they had performed 
that duty, and that lie had informed them that 
be would in a few moments send a written mes- 
sage to them. 

A message was received from the Governor by 
the hands of T. B. Monroe, Jr., Secretary of 
State. 

A resolution was adopted restricting the busi- 
ness of the session to the subjects embraced in the 
message and financial matters of the State. 

A resolution was adopted refen ing the various 
subjects in the message to appropriate com- 
mittees. 

One hundred and fiftv copies of Governor’s 
message and accompanying documents were or- 
dered to be printed lor each Senator. 

Several petitions were presented and referred. 

A resolution was adopted calling on the Gov- 
ernor for all his official coiresponder.ee with the 
acting Government of the Confederate States 
since their organization. 

A resolution was adopted requesting ministers 
of the gospel to open the Senate with prayer each 
day. 

And then the Senate adjourned. 

Mouse . — A quorum being present, the House 
proceeded to business. 

A committee was appointed to wait upon the 
Governor and inform him that the Legislature 
had organized and was ready to receive any com- 
munication he had to make.' 

After a short time, a message, in writing, was 
received from the Governor, by Sir. Monroe, Sec- 
retary of State. [See it in another part of the 
paper. J The usual number of copies w ere ordered 
to lie printed. 

Ou motion of Mr. Wolfe, the subjects- referred 
to in the message were referred to appropriate 
committees. 

Tbe rulos of the last session were adopted t# 
govern this. 

A resolution providing for the meeting of the 
House at 9 o'clock A. M.,.was adopted. 

A resolution, confining the business of the leg- 
islature to the subjects embraced in the Gover- 
nors message, waa laid on the table. 

The following resolution was adopted, viz: 
Resiflctd, That tbe Governor of ibis Common- 
wealth be requested to lay before tho Legislature, 
at the earliest practicable moment, any official 
correspondence between the Governor or any au- 
thorized agent, and the President of the Confed- 
erate States, or any officer, agent, or commis- 
sioner of said President or government. If any 
requisition has been made upon Kentucky for 
troops by any officer of the Confederate States, 
then such requisition and the response thereto ; 
and if he has appointed any official agents in any 
of the seceded Slates of this Union, w ho they are, 
acd for what purpose they were appointed. 

The following amendment to said resolution 
was also adopted ; “ Provided said information 
shall not be inconsistent with the public interest 
of Kentucky." 

A resolution was adopted, requesting the Gov- 
ernor to inform the House how many fire arms, 
cannon, and equipments, for infantry or cavalry, 
have been received from the General Govern- 
ment; how many and what kind of arms are now 
in the State arsenal fit for servicr; how many and 
what kind are distributed to military companies, 
and in what counties; and how many and what 
kind of arms are now due this State from the 
General Government. 

A resolution was adopted allowing one reporter 
for each paper published in this and other States, 
except abolition papers, a Beat upon

A resolution was adopted directing the Com- 
mittee on Banks to inquire into the propriety of 
the passage of a law allowing the baLks of this 
State to suspend specie payment.

States Government. Tbe avowed purpose of the 
United States Government is to compel the alle- 
giance of the people of the sect ded States, and , 
enforce the supremacy of its jurisdiction through- I 
out their limits. The achievement of this end 
involves the armed invasion of theraerd*! States, , 
and the unlimited slaughter of their citizens. 
The sole object of the Confederate Stales, as au- 
thoritively announced, is to maintain their inde- 
pendence and govern themselves. The condition 
of peace, as avowed by the President of the Uni- 
ted Males, is the overthrow of the Confederate 
State Government, and the reduction of the peo- 
ple of the South to unresisting submission to the 
United States Government, administered upon 
principles of the political platform adopted by the 
nominating convention at Chicago. The Confed- 
erate States make no other condition of the ces- 
sation of hostilities than “to be let alone." 

What, attitude shall Kentucky occupy in this 
deplorable conflict? Shall she continue htr alli- 
ance with the Northern States, adhere to the Uni- 
ted States Government, and assume her portion 
of the enormous war debt being incurred? Shall 
she declare her own independence, and prepare 
single-handed to maintain it? Shall she ally her- 
self with the remaining slave State-, and make 
common cause with them? I do rot propose to 
discuss this subject. I recommend that these 
momentous questions, affecting so nearly and vi- 
tally the dearest, rights, the liberties, the safety, 
and the honor of our people, be referred to their 
sovereign arbitrament. Both the Executive and 
legislative departments of our State Government 
were constituted at a tints when the public mind 
did not anticipate the grave issues now pressing 
for solution: We were « lotted tw’O years ago at a 

time when no such subjects as those now under 
consideration were revolved in the public mind. 
Let us not attempt to employ our official power 
thus acquired to controi tlm mightv qu^tion. 
Rather let us provide a legal and orderly mode 
for a full, deliberate, and final disposition, by the 
people themselves, of their own destinies. ' Not 
only does this plan of action commend i self to me 
as eminently just and right, but I verily believe 
it is the surest, if not the only mode, by which 
can be secured that unanimity of feeling and 
unity of action so necessary to enable Kentucky 
to move with tbe dignity and power answerable 
to her historic character. In view of the dis- 
tracted condition of public sentiment in our State, 
tbe violent antagonism already excited, and daily 
becoming more embittered, tbe expressions of 
public opinion, through county meetings and pri- 
vate petitions, urging and demanding that op- 
portunity be given to the people to pass upon this 
subject at tbe polls, and the manifest danger of 
internal commotion, I can see no other path of 
domestic peace and safety than through a refer- 
ence of a question to the people. To their deci- 
sion, expressed according to all the forms of law’, 
every true and loyal Kentuckian will bow in loyal 
obedience. I cannot err when I ray that unan- 
imity of feeling among ourselves, and united ac- 
tion'by our people, is not only the first desire of 
every patriot, but should be the very highest and 
controlling aim of your legislation. I appeal to 
you therefore, as you hold dear the peace of the 
Commonwealth, not to ignore the feelings of the 
people in every locality of the State; but rather 
recognize tbe existing differences of opinion 
touching the duty of Kentucky, and secure the 
loyal acquiescence and w illing allegiance of all 
the people by referring these mighty issues to that 
tribunal which alone can command the obedience 
of all. I would urge no hasty or inconsiderate 
action; would be fur from advising any rash 
measures ; but wmuld greatly prefer that the ac- 
tion of the people in the premises tc taken with 
all tbe thoughtful consideration and reflection 
which the sul ject demands. I renew the recom- 
mendation of a previous messuge for the passage 
of a law providing for the submission to the peo- 
ple of the question of a Convention and the elec- 
tion of delegates. 

When last I had the honor of communicating 
with you touching the condition of our Federal 
affair», 1 signified my ready purpose to co-operate 
with you in any proper measures looking first to 
the restoration of friendly relations between all 
the States, and, failing in that, to their peaceful 
separation. But at the same time 1 did not con- 
ceal my apprehensions of the futility of all such 
efforts’ and the early precipitation of the direful 
issues now upon us. 1 then urged active and en- 
ergetic steps to place the State in an attitude of 
thorough military defence. I regret that 1 was 
unable at that time to impress upon vou the im- 
pending necessity of such preparation. Allow 
me again to commend tho subject to you, 
aa one demanding immediate ard ener- 
getic attention. The public necessity has been 
so clearly exhibited by the logic of events as to 
need no elaborate statement. We cannot conceal 
tbe fact that our State is comparatively defense- 
less. The very homes and firesides of our people 
are unprotected against invasion from without, or 
servile insurrection within. Every mail brings 
to me the most earnest appeals from tbe people, 
in all localities, for arms. Brave hearts and 
strong arms are now eager for the weapons of do- 
fence. Withhold them no longer. 

lhe estimates of military appropriation de- 
manded by the publi- necessity, aa supplied by 
the Inspector General, a gentleman of known 
ability and thorough education, are herewith 
submitted. I recommend the adoption of tbe 
necessary measures to place tbe Common w’ealth 
in a condition of military defence, and enable her 
to maintain whatever position her people, by au- 
thorized action, may determine to assume. 

Realizing our exposed condition, when the 
clouds of civil war gathered thick and heavy 
over the land, I assumed the responsibility, even 
before your convocation, of appointing agents to 
purchase arms for the defence of the Mate. You 
will readily see that no lime was to bo lost, and 
that the step was justified by tbe necessity of the 
hour. Some of these agents were partially suc- 
cessful; but the limited means at my command 
defeated tbe more efficient negotiations 1 had in- 
stituted. In order to enable me to meet the con- 
tracts of these agonts, I applied to the l*anks of 
issue of the State for temporary loans until pro- 
vision could be made by the legislature. The 
Southern Bank of Kentucky nobly responded to 
the application by placing to my official credit 
sixty thousand dollars. The Bank cf Louisville 
and the Commercial Bank each furnished ten 
thousand dollars, and the President of the Peo- 
ple's Bank notified me that that institution was 
ready to supply its quota. The other banks of 
tbe 'State declined my application, and I very 
much fear that opportnni tea have been lost of 
securing large supplies of effective guns and mu- 
nitions tf war. I have thus employed even- re- 
source at my command to supply the State with 
the necessary means of defence, and have now’ to 
recommend the adoption of measures to repay the 
loan to those banks which have so nobly and gen- 
erously respond'd to the call upon them. 

In order to secure tbe funds contemplated in 
your appropriation, I recommend provision for 
the issue of bonds o f $1,000 each. Generous and 
wealthy citizens, impelled by a patriotic desire to 
come to the rescue of their ritate in an hour of 
danger, will find in them a safe investment. 
Provision should also be made by tbe imposition 
of an additional tax for the payment of the ac 
cruing interest on the bonds, and of the principal 
as it may fall due. 

At your regular session cf 1859-60 I recom- 
mended tbe passage of a militia law as a meas- 
ure of the highest importance. The law was

Cairo, May 6. 

The excitement in Paducah, Columbus, and 
other a joining town# is fast subsiding, and we 
hope lh« v will take a rational and patriotic view 
of tbe present national difficulty. 

It is currently reported about tho camp that a 
bl< ckade of this port will be declared to-day. 
Assurances from the commander hero lead us to 
supp'tte and believe that corameice South will be 

uninterrupted. 

Immense amounts of provision* are daily pass- 
ing Cairo for the South, none of which have been 
interfered with by the Government. They only 
stop munitions of war. 

We now have about 6,000 troops stationed in 
and around Cairo. Also about twenty-five piece* 
of cannon. We have three bat tones on our levee; 
one at the point, commanding the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi; one three miles higher up on the Missis- 
sippi- near tho junction; another at the head of 
the Ohio levee, a mile and a half above the point. 
They are all well manned and closely guarded. 

An additional regiment will be here to-morrow 
at 11 A. M., which will swell the force to about 
7,000. The regiment expected is in command of 
Colonel Wallace. A company of cavalry is cx- 
p>cted from Chicago on \\ ednesday, to be used as 
a ‘Tevee patrol.” 

Washington, May 6. 

The Government has determined to advance 
troops into Virginia so as to secure control of the 
country for 25 miles west of the Potomac river. 
This movement is intended both to render the 
safety of the Capital greater, and to command 
resources of a rich agricultural district for sus- 
tenance of the arm. 

A movement, of Federal forces in direction of 
Alexandria is hourly expected. Virginia troops 
returned to that point on Saturday morning, the 
order to march for Richmond having reached 
them through mistake, but on heating of intend- 
ed approach of troops from this side, retreated in 
hot haste in the afternoon. 

Half of the population of Alexandria also fled, 
terror- strickeD,linto the interior. 

I havo just been shown a letter from a Vir- 
ginia officer in Richmond to a brother in this 
city. He says that with late arrivals from the 
South, there are over 7000 men concentrated in 
that city. 

There is a general belief among the troops that 
they will soon more in the direction of Washing- 
ton. 

The Twenty- Eighth Brooklyn Regiment came 
up t be Potomac under convoy of several a rued 
vessels. Their passage was Unobstructed by the 
Virginians. 

A descent on Harper’s Ferry will doubtless be 
made by troops collecting in Southern Ponnsyl 
vania some time iu the course of the present 
week. 

A gentleman, arrived from Mobile to-night, 
thinks that the projected attack on Fort Pickens 
will be abandoned, and the troops ordered North. 



A PROCLAMATION. 

Iiy the President of the United States: 

Whereas, existing exigencies demand imme- 
diate and adequate measures for the protection of 
the National Constitution and the preservation of 
t|^ National Union, by t he suppression of the in- 
surrectionary combinations now existing in sev- 
States for opposing the laws of the Union 
a^d obstructing the execution thereof, to which 
<*)d a military force in addition to that called 
forth bv my proclamation of the fifteenth day 
of April in’ tue present year appears to be 
imispensably necessary, now therefore I, Abra- 
ham Lincoln, President of the United States 
and Commander in Chief of the Army and Navy 
thereof, and of the militia of the several States, 
when called into actual service, do hereby call 
into the service of the United States forty-two 
thousand and thirty-four volunteers to serve for 
a period of three years unless sooner discharged, 
and to be mustered into service as infantry and 
cavalry. The proportions of each arm, and the 
details of enrollment and organization will be 
made known through the Department of War; 
and I also direct that the regular army of 
the United States be increased by tho ad- 
dition of eight regiments, of infantry, one 
ngiment of cavalry and one regiment of artil- 
lery, making altogether a maximum aggregate 
increase of twenty-two thousand seven hun- 
dred and fourteen officers and enlisted men, 
the details of which increase will also bo 
made known through the Department of War; 
and I further direct the enlistment for not. 
less than one, nor more than three years, of 
eighteen thousand seamen, in addition to the 
present force, for the naval service of the United 
States. The details of the enlistment and organ- 
ization will be made known through tho Depart- 
ment of the Navy. The call for volunteers, 
hereby made, and the direction for the increasoof 
the regular army and for the enlistment of sea- 
men hereby given, together with the plan of or- 
ganization adopted for the volunteers and for the 
regular forces hereby aut horized, will be submitted 
to Congress as soon as assembled. In the mean 
time I earnestly invoke the co-operation of all 
good citizens in’ tbe measures hereby adopted for 
tho efficient suppression of unlawful violence, for 
the impartial enforcement of constitutional laws, 
and for the speediest possible restoration of peace 
and order, and, with those, of bappinera and proa- 
peri ty throughout our country. 

In testimony whereof, I hove b»reunt<> set my 
hand, and caused the seal of tho United States to 
be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington, this third 
dav of Mov, in the year of our Loid one thous- 
and eight hundred and sixty-ooe, and of tbe in- 
dependence of the United States the eighty- fifth.

In the legislature to-dav it was proposed that 
aa ex-Senator Mason, of Virginia, owned large 
property in Pennsylvania, that a committee be 
appointed to investigate, and, whereas, he bud 
been guilty of treason, no conveyance or transfer 
of the same shall be acknowledged or recorded in 
the State. 

A motion was made to extend the lime of the 
suspension of specie payment by the bank* till 
the next meot ing of the Legislature in January 
next. 

Raltimork, Mac 6. 

Gentlemen from Frederick tui'i Fredericksburg 
say that Governor l^lchor will soon issue an 
order for the evacuation of Harper’s Ferry by lhe 
troops now rendezvousing there. 

Philadelphia, May 7. 

Senator Bayard, of Delaware, arrived here this 
morning, having left Wilmington fearing an at- 
tack would be rnude upon him. He was taken 
into custody at the depot here, but was discharged 
hv Mayor Henry, he having no charge against 
him. 

Four Philadelphia regiments are under orders 
to march to-morrow. 

New’ York, May 7. 

The Tribune’s Washington correspondent says 
that Government has certain advices that there 
are between 3,000 and 5.000 troops in the vicini- 
ty of Fairfax Court-House, Va., and that within 
two daj’s’ march of Richmond there ore at least 
20,000 uvailable men, whose desire and expecta- 
tion is soon to l>e quartered in Washington. 

An agent who was at General Butler’s camp 
th s morning says there is a battery planted on 
the other side of the Patapsco river which can 
rake him effectually. He informed Gen Butlor 
of it who at once made prepa rat ions to take it. 

Thomas J. Townsend has been appointed Sur- 
veyor General of Wisconsin and Iowa. 

Tho 20th regiment left to-day for Washington 
by rail, probably via Annapolis. 

Brigadier General Cocke, commanding the re- 
bel military troops and defences on tho Potomac 
border of Virginia, says that Gen. Ruggles has 
tsken up his quarters at Fredericksburg. He 
(Cocke) is to take a position in front of Washing- 
ton in connection with the commanding officer at 
Harper's Ferry on his left, and thus cover and de- 
fend the Potomac border against invasion from 
the North. 

He adds the Capitol has never been threatened 
by us. It is not now threatened, as it is beyond 
and outside the limits of the sovereign State of 
Virginia. The North has not openly and ac- 
cording to the usage of civiliz d nations de- 
clared war on us. We make no war on them, 
hut should the soil or the grave of Washington 
he polluted bv the tread of a single man in arms 
from north or the Potomac, it will cause open 
war. 

Washington, Mar 6. 

The Herald’s despatches say the forces at the 
Relay House have l»een reinforced to-day, and at 
13* hours’ notice a further reinforcement of 2,000 
to 3 000 men could be furnished General Butler. 
Before the troops from Harper's Ferry could ap- 
proach near enough to give Gen. Butler battle, 
they would be harassed by the Pennsylvania 
troops, now in their vicinity. There is no fear of 
any fighting at Baltimore. Unless an attack is 
made by some impetuous and disorganizing mob, 
th«recan he no formal ible regular battle. 

The Charleston Courier says that the Collector 
at that port haR been instructed by the Govern- 
ment of the Confederate States to* clear private 
vessels snd cargoes unril war is declared and the 
will of Congress is made known.

The House bill to raise a loan of $1,000,000 and 
a State tax of another million passed to a 3rd 
reading. 

Mr. Morse, Democrat, introduced a resolution 
thanking the Governor for lhe energy displaved 
in raising the quota of troops and pledging New 
Jersey to use all her power to maintain the Union 
and Constitution.

It 
also requires each officer and private in the active 
militia to take an oath toaupport the Constitution 
and laws of this State at d the Uniled Statos, and 
obey the orders of his an per ior officers. It is 
thought the Legislature will adjourn on Friday of 
this week. 

A resolution has passed lhe House to meet 
again on the 4 h Tuesday in July. It was taken 
to the Senate where it has not yet been acted on. 

St. Lons, May 7. 

The Senate sat in rpin session most of yester- 
day, but nothing of importance was done. The 
Houso was in secret session oil day. Nothing 
definite is known of its proceedings. 

The Cairo correspondent of tho Republican says 
five batteries are now p’ anted on different points 
on the Ohio and Mississippi rivers, fully com 
nianding both rivers and their confluence, and 
are so placed that the entire force can be rallied 
to the support of any point in a few minute*.

The officers of the First Regiment which has 
been in quarters several days waiting marching 
orders, learning tho official order from the War 
Department that no more troops would be ao 
c *pted under three years enlistment, waited on 
Governor Anderson this P. M., in a bodv, and of- 
fered their services together with the Regiments 
for the full term. 

Washing non, May 7. 

The War Department has informed the Gover- 
nors of States which had ordered out. their qnota 
under the first proclamation oft lie President, that 
it is desirable and preferable that those who have 
not been marched forward shall be mustered in 
for three years, under the subsequent proclama- 
tion. Full instructions on this subject will soon 
be issued. 

W. Febbiger, of Cincinnati, has been appoint- 
ed Paymaster in the army. 

Major Anderson will soon be ordered to honora- 
ble duty. The Government intends promoting 
him to a Colonelcy. 

Nashville, Msv 7. 

The proceedings of the Tennessee Legislature 
are just made public. The Legi-lature parsed an 
ordinance of secession, and alliance with the 
Confederate States to be voted on by the people 
on the 8th of June. The Legislature also passed 
a military bill calling for 55,000 troops, and ap- 
propriating $2,000,000 unconditionally, and 
$3,000,000 conditionally for war purposes. 

New Orleans, May 7. 

The Montgomery Confederation of this morn- 
ing says that over‘300,000 thousand applications 
have been received at the State Department for 
letters of marque and reprisal. 

In Congress to-day at noon, Mr. Brooke, of 
Mississippi, presented the ordinance of Virginia 
adopting the provisional constitution. There 
were also resolutions appointing Commissioners 
to the Congress, two of whom, Br. ck*n borough 
and Staples were prerant. Mr. Brooke moved 
that thev be qualified to tHke seats. Mr. Rhett 
moved that Congress go into secret session, and 
that the Virginia Commissioners be invited to 
remain. 

Later — Virginia was admitted a member of the 
Confederate States Government to-day in secret 
session. Two of her members were sworn in and 
participated in the discussions and votes, on the 
pending questions. No other business was made 
public. 

Montgomery, Mav 6. 

Mr. Curry, of Alabama, presented a bill fixing 
the time of tbe election of Repre enta ri es to the 
Congress; al#o, providing for tbe election of a 
President and Vice President under th« perman- 
ent Constitution; referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

An act passed by which the ini unction of se- 
cret was removed, recognizing the existence of 
war with the United S ates, and concerning let- 
ters of marque and reprisal and paize goods. The 
preamble recites that the acts of L uc' ln and his 
proclamrtion render ii necessary for tbe Confed- 
erate States to accept war, thm *ommenced bv 
him.

You may be 
able to leave your children fortunes; but “riches 
take to themselves wings.” You may give to
